A recent case heard by the Recorder 
of Liverpool brings before tho public 
once more that canker of commercial 
morality tho "commission" system. It 
appeared that a traveller, who was 
charged with embezzlement, had been in 
the habit of receiving "commission" 
from his employer's tradesmen — in one 
case 20 per cent, of the amount of the 
transaction. It is probably useless to 
appeal to the sense of right of those who 
encourage this system (says the Man< 
Chester Guardian), but they may be 
deterred from continuing in it by the 
opinion expressed by the Recorder. He 
said that these commissions really came 
out of the employer's pocket, and he 
was sure that an employer could not 
recover tho amount from the person 
paying them. 

Beporta from India state that the 
locomotive has been added to the vari- 
ed list of Hindoo deities. A Kattywar 
villager who had long suffered from 
fever, having in vain attempted to pro- 
pitiate the ordinary divinities, was ad- 
vised to go to a distant province where a 
late incarnation or the ficiul who tor- 
mented the blood with fire was said to 
exist. The .sufferer, who had never 
seen a railway engine, travelled accord- 
ingly till he came to the place where 
the train was running, and as soon as he 
saw thelocomotive fell down in worship. 
From the effect of surprise, or frith, or 
the journey, be found himselg in much 
better health, and, in consequence, the 
fame of the steam-engine as a health- 
restorer has spread all over a certain 
district 

Tno Terriblo Land SUde in India. 

An unusual and very fatal accident 
occurred in India. Lake Nyneo, in Ku- 
maon, the only lake in the Himalayas, 
is one of the beautiful spots of tho 
world, and has become a favourite re- 
sort of invalids from tho North-West 
Provinces. The sides of tho valley, al- 
most bowl-shaped, rise from the lake, 
which is not large, and is 6,000 ft. above 
the sea-level, in terraces, usually 1,200 
ft. above tho water, and backed by re- 



ceding mountains of cxtraordin.T.n- 
altitude, often from 5,000 ft. to 8,000 
ft higher than Mount Bl%n^, On one 
of the terraces stand a hotel and the 
assembly, rooms and other buildin^j' 
dominated by a lofty cliff' On'lhe 
18th inst., a small landslip swept away 
the outhouses of the hotel, with some 
thirty native servants, and the Deputy 
Commissioner, with some engineers, 
oflicers, and European .soldiers, hurried 
to tho top to render aid. While still 
at work, tho cliff above, loosened Ijy 
the tremendous fall of I'.iiu — 2") in. in 
forty hours— rushed down like iiu 
avalanche, .sweeping away hotel, as- 
sombly-roonis, and all otiior buildings. 
Thirty-nine Euro])oans wore killed, of 
whom some thhi'tctn.wer?;cipMtniissioned 
officers and civilians; and; We presume, 
a number of natives, thought this is 
noi recorded. The accident will pro- 
biibly be fatal to Nynco Tai, as there 
are no ledges on the liill-side not domi 
natod by clifl.s, and the disaster has re- 
vealed the treacherous nature of tho 
soil. 

Austria's Foroisn Folioy. 

BiJDA Pesui, Oct 27. — At the meet- 
ing of the Austrian delegation Baron 
Von Haynierlo, president of the imper- 
ial ministry, rojjlying to .several ques- 
tions, made the statement that for the 
Montenegrin question there could bo 
but one programme, namely, the execu- 
tion of tho Borlin treaty; that the in- 
tention of tho porte to cede Dulcigno 
was beyond all doubt and that the pre- 
sent hitch in negotiations is connncted 
with purely military details. Tho Aus- 
trian government, he said, folt bound 
to exercise its full diplomatic inilucnce 
in favor ol Greece. • THe principal aim 
of the powers was to confer \vithone an- 
other on each individual incident and 
to conciliate their rcapcctivo views. 
There should be no doubt that Austria 
and other powers intend to maintain 
the Ottoman empire. There was every 
reason to hope that tlio commercial 
treaty with Germany would be satis- 
factorily eonoluded.'- ^iBarpn Von Hay- 
tuerle as.serted po.iitively 'that Austria 
and Germany had acted in close con- 
cert in every single incident in relation 
to the eastern question, more especially 
with regard to the naval demonstra- 
tion.

GLOBE. 

Our eccentric Toronto contemporary 
tho Globe is persistent in its attacks on 
Mr. DewdN'EY, tho Cliief Superintend- 
ent of Indian affairs in the Nortliwest. 
The criticisms are as unjust as they are 
untruthful, and are flavored with per- 
sonal hoatility and malevolence. The 
Globe's latest discovery is that Mr. 
Dewdney was ouco purser of a' 
Hudson Bay steamer and conseqiiont^ly 
his appointment to tho responsible 
position he now holds is ''genentlly con- 
demned." Wa have always thought 
that to fill the position of purser on a 
steamer a man required to be more 
than ordinarily intelligent and to pos- 
sess a liberal education, therefore, so 
far from a position of tho kind beingovi- 
denco of a man's incapacity it should 
be accepted as tho very reverse. Mr. 
Mackenzie, whom the Globe delights 
to honor, raised "himself from tho posi- 
tion of stononiason to that of premier 
of Canada, and no ono ever dreamed 
of saying tiiat lie was unfit to hold tho 
ofiico on account of his liumblo origin. 
The fact is, however, that Mr. Dewd- 
NET was ono of our most accomplished 
and clever engineers and to him was 
entrusted in 18G1 liie responsible and 
arduous duty of laying out Indian re- 
serves in tho interior of the mainland. 
The tribes he visited where amongst 
the most savngo and suspicious in tho 
colony. The slightest jar in the negoti- 
ations would have caused a bloody out- 
break; but Mr. Dewdn'ey handled tho 
delicate business so well that both Indi- 
ans and settlers were satisfied. Tho 
former washed off ihoir war paint ; the 
latter settled down on tho land they 
had taken up and tho -two races havo 
ever since lived side by side on terms 
of the greatest amity. It was to his 
success in these delicate and dungerous 
negotiations that Mr. DEWD;fEY owes 
his present high appointment — ono 
which in the interest of tho dominion 
wo trust he will continue to hold for 
many years to come, in spite of the 
malignant and untruthful attacks of 
the Globe. 

COLUMBIA RI7£R BAR. 

Captain Daly of the ship Valiant, 
2500 tons burthen, has been inter- 
viewed by the Post at Seattle and ex- 
presses a very unfavorable oijinion of 
tho navigation of Columbia river bar, 
and of the river itself. Tho captain 
says ships drawing over 17 feet of wa- 
ter have "no business" attempting to 
cross tho bar. Ho adds that he paid 
towage over the bar to Astoria, 14 
miles, $500; pilot for the same distance 
$192; from Astoria to Kalania, tow- 
age §187; pilotage same distance $92; 
making a total expense for a distance 
of about 70 miles of §972. Tho tow- 
age of his ship from the ctipe to Seat- 
tle cost $150, making a difference in 
favor of Puget Sound of $821. Capt. 
Daly has had much experience in 
charge of ships the past eleven years, 
and is bold to say that nowhere on 
the face of the globe where he has been 
did he ever pay or hear of such charges 
as those imposed on tho Columbia. 
He inquired \^4ien paying those e.xoi:- 
bitant charges if it was salvage they 
were claiming instead of legitimate 
pilot and towage bills. Nature has in- 
terposed many obstacles to the suc- 
cessful navigation of Columbia bar 
and river; but if the scale of charges 
quoted by the Post is correct man has 
supplemented nature's work and placed 
still more formidable barriers in the 
path of navigators. No port that al- 
lows such heavy charges to be imposed 
on shipping can retain its comnicrco in 
opposition to an active rival tliat oilers 
belter facilities at less than one-sixth 
the rate — which Seattle, really does. 
When the Seattle and Walla Walla 
railway shall have been completed t ho 
scat of American commerce on the 
northern coast will be shifted frum 
Portland to some one of the many good 
harbors on Puget Sound, and Vic- 
toria's importance will bo correspond- 
ingly benefitted. 

POLICE. 



In many respects the. Municipal 
police force will coniparo favorably 
with any other. Courteous and gen- 
tlemanly in demeanor, thoy have the 
respect of all who havo dealings with 
them'; and under other circumstances 
we might congratulate them upon their 
efficiency. As matters arc, we cannot 
in justice to the public, who support 
the force, but help expressing regret 
that so fine a body of men are not in a 
position to render the city better and 
more efficient service. The policemen 
are placed in the difficult position 'of 
having to serve two masters — the city 
and the province. At any moment 
tho regular force is liable to be drafted 
into the provincial service and sent 
to a remote corner of the province, 
whilst those who are taxed for their 
support will be left to their own re- 
sources for protection. The superin- 
tendent of city police, whoso allegiance 
is dual, has been absent several weeks 
on the mainland hunting up witnesses, 
when to efficiently dischargo his duties 
to tho municipality he ought 
to have remained here. Some t two 
months ago Councillor MQLean brough t 
.this matter to tho notice of the City 
Council; and the feeling in favor of a 
separation of tho city from the provin- 
cial force apj)earcd almost unanimous; 
since then no movement has been 
made to carry out the scheme.' • With- 
in a brief space of time there have 
been two important burglaries and no 
clue obtained to the perpetrators. 
Thero can bo no doubt that somewhere 
in this city there exists a gang of ex- 
pert house-breakers. They may rcn- 
deevom at ChinRtown or they, mayi lurk 



itt the byways and alleys where 
Indians and bad whites hold high revel. 
Whoever, whq^ever, or wherever 
they may be, it is certain that 
cheir haunts are unknown to tho 
police, who, to be well informed on 
such ' important matters, should not be 
liable to have their attention drawn 
from their more immediate and press- 
ing dutiesl- If efficiency is aimed at 
a reform is earnestly needed, otherwise 
there will soon be an outcry that that 
the force is more ornamental than use- 
ful.

Another Audacious Burglary. 



Siiortly before three o'clock yesterday 
morning" Mr. David Green, clothier and 
outfittor on Governmentstroet j ust opposite 
this office, was seized with a violent tit of 
coughing and ro.9o to procure a dose nf 
cough mixture. Striking a light he left 
thoT)edroom, which is situated in tho rear 
of his store, and proceeded to tho kitchen, 
where he was surprised to find IiLs vest 
and coat, which on retiring were placed 
on a chair at his bedside, lying on tlie 
floor. In another place he discovered his 
pantaloons and on examining tho pockets 
found to his groat consternation that tho 
sum of $83.25 in coin and bank bills, 
which was in one of the pockets when ho 
retired, had vanished. Having awakened 
Mrs. Green tho two proceeded to' oxploro, 
when tho startling fact was discovered 
that burglars had raised tho kitchen 
window and entered tho premises — visit- 
ing the parlor and bedroom and ciirrying 
Mr. Green's clothes into the kitchen 
where they oxamaiiied and appropriated 
tho contents of the pant.-!. From the 
pockets of tho coat they took a pocket- 
book and sever.il letters. They ex- 
amined the compartments of the book, 
but tinding nothing of valuB therein, they 
left tho book and letters on the kitchen 
table. A sack belonging to Mrs. Green 
was found on tho sofa ui tho sitting-room 
and boro evidence of having been ex- 
amined; but as there was nothing in tho 
pockets it was loft where found. On tho 
kitchen table grease spots as from a burn- 
ing candle wore seen, from which fact it 
is conjectured that the robbers lighted a 
candle to assist them in tlioir explorations. 
Of course an alarm w.is si)rung at onco 
and regular oflicer Shepherd and special 
oiiicor Black HO(m came up. They ascer- 
tained, in addition to the above facts, 
that an old and clumsilj mado ladder had 
been used to assist the burglars in scaling 
tho high fence fronting on Druinmond 
allay and by this means tlioy gained Sir. 
Green's back yard. The ladder was loft 
behind and may furnish a cUio to the 
identity of ttio burglars. This robbery 
equals in audacity that at Mr. I fay ward's 
residence, and w.aa probably accomplished 
by tho same clovor rascals. Tho police 
must be more vigilant, and ii there is any 
detective ability in the force it should be 
exerted to its utmost to discover the per- 
petratoi^.

The Island, llail■?ra7.■;«>'i^•^^•'A 

To THE Editor op The Colonist ; — 
Sir,— Ponding tho public meeting soon 
to take place to discuss tho unaccount- 
able delay, ia the construotion o£ the 
Island Railway, some previous venti- 
lation of the subject may, I venture 
to suggest, be admitted in your col- 
umns. 

The lirst stipulation of tho treaty, 
solemnly ratitiod by Canada with Brit- 
ish Columbia in 1874 and endorsed by 
Great Britain, reads thus : 

"I. The railway from Esquimalt 
to Nanaimo shall bo commenced as 
soon as possible and completed with 
all practical despatch;" 

As o.Kplained by the thou rromior, 
"as compensation to the most populou.s 
part of the province for tho requirement 
of a longer time for completing tho 
lino of tho mainland." Hence it is 
o])cn either for the entire province or 
the Island alono to move in the 
matter. 

Senator Macdonald with his usual 
sound judgment would adopt the for- 
mer course and therefore through the 
agency of tho Provincial government 
whose members include sovoral gcntic- 
tnen fully informed and thoreforo best 
qualified to take the lead with author- 
ity and success, aided of course by an 
earnest and organized popular move- 
ment, e. g. Few, ^ however politi- 
cally opposed to Mr. Walkom, will 
question tlio ability with which ho 
ncled, aHsistcd by ilr. Sprout, in i)ro- 
curing tho Carnarvon settlement. 

The impression made by Mr. Do 
Cosmos' remarkable speech at Ottawa is 
as lasting aa it was effective. Tlion 
there is Mr. Wilson, than whom no 
man in the province is more master of 
the subject or has a happier way of 
stating it. Neither is there any lack 
of talent out.sido tlio government. Look 
at tho calibro of our worthy Slayor, hi.s 
Councillors, the veteran Sproat, j\Ir. 
Pearso trained to oflSciai life, and Mr. 
Helmckeii, whom I would take tho 
liberty of comparing to a poHtibal 
AcbilluH retired for ii season to his tent. 

Sucop.s.s i.s certain if all ranks organ- 
ize and party considerations vanish and 
with the Rubicon before us tho la.st 
thing we ought to think of is chang- 
ing horses in crossing so important a 
sti-eam. The routo on the mainland is 
decided and wi.soly, since iii-stoad of 
tunneling tlirougli tho glaciers of Bute 
inlot, to bo reached by a phantom 
bridge at Seyinonr Narrows, it follows 
the fertile valley of the Fraser bring- 
ing happiness to tho homes of so many 
of our fellow colonists. And in this 
connection tlie mainland might fairly 
be reminded that when in 1874 the 
trea.sonable bribo wasoflerrd to tho isl- 
and in lieu of tho mainland line, Mr. 
Walkem in denouncing it received the 
cordial support of this community; also 
that instead of §1,000,000 per aiumm 
as at present the .syndicate inherit the 
obligation to expend double that 
amount annually on the mainland line; 
and what wo conteiid for is the ful- 
tilment of the Carnarvon terms in their 
integrity. 

If the lands along tho intended isl- 
and line are still ours, becau.so the pos- 
iso.ssion of the coal lands is indispensable 
to the main line, nincc for several hun- 
dred miles inland no oonl of value is 
known to exist, and because it is clear- 
ly proved that the island line will pay a 
dividend which will more than ecu ntor- 
balaiico the "Irish" dividends which 
may be expected from the jiaupor sec- 
tion north of Lake yuperior, it is only 
a question of lime when tho railway 
whistle will startle the denizens of our 
forests; but if the lands have been 
parted with to aid exclusively the 
niainlaud line, as not -long ago was 
with admirable assurance suggested, 
in that case wo may have to whistle 
for tho railway instead of tho railway 
for us. 

Seriously, it is impossible to believe 
that in the nineteenth century the 
combined wisdom of Canada aspires to 
found a nation whose borders are to be 

defended by tlie enrolment of kidnap- 
ped coiuniunitii's who arc expected to 
follow the banner of repudiation and 
assist in flaunting it in the face of the 
civilized world. 

What would Newfoundland say to 
sueli a proposition ? What would 
England say 1

THE UOITAUEE KOBBISS.? CASS. 

'ITevr anl Zntorostlne: Eovelatious 
Made at - tlie Trial., 

jMontukal, Oct. IG. — The celebrated 
McNiimee robbery case, which has 
brought so much discredit upon many 
connectud with it, has been before 
the court for a few days past, and to- 
day reached a climax in which Mr. 
JIcNamee tells the story of how an at- 
tom[)t was made by a lawyer to have' 
the case smoothed over. Mr. McNa- 
mce admittetl having said that Jones 
always comnieiieed his conversation by 
saying that ho was as innocent as a 
child unborn, and that previous tortho 
7th Juno last he had done what he could 
do to have Jones liberated. This was 
done by an arrangement with Mr. Ar- 
chanibault that he was to get .$10,000 
of his niouoy back, and the prisoners 
were to be liberated on bail if ho could 
get this done. 

Tlie Chief Justice asked Mr. McNa- 
meo plainly if lie had made an attempt 
to procure the releasojof tho prisoners 
and an answer in the affirmative was 
given, witness remarking that all this 
was by an arrangement with Mr. Ar- 
chambault. The following is a descrip- 
tion of tho scene that followed;— 

,^iVitnes8,to Chief Justice Doriou — 
"There was an understanding between 
Mr. Archambault and ine that tho sum 
of §10,000 was to be placed in the 
hands of a gontl(>iiinn that ho named, a 
city alderman, by the pri.'soiiers getting 
on bail, or getting out, for they were 
not then committed. My arrangenien ts 
were all with Mr. Archambault. The 
ofTer came from him." 

"Is that your answer, -<iMr. McNa- 
nico ?" demanded Mr. Archambault. 

"1 am now talking to the judge, sir. 

"Then," said the coun.sel for the de- 
fence, "You say that you insisted on 
Mr. Dugas liberating the accused 1". 

"I do not deny it. I tried to let the 
prosecution drop for tho sake of getting 
that §10,000 from you." 

"Did you or did you not ask Mr. 
Dugas to liljorate the accused? " 

"When ho asked me to speak plainly 
I fully believo that I did everything 
that I could to got him to drop the 
prosecution on your offer, Mr. Arch- 
ambault." 

"Did you not do all in your ])ower 
to have the accused actjuittud of tho 
charge again.st him ?" 

"Certainly not, but to bo liberated 
on bail." 

"During the last term of the Quarter 
Session did you not use your efforts to 
have the prisoner liberated ] " 

"During the last term I did not in- 
terfere at all, but, at the instance of 
Mr. Archambault, I placed counsel to 
act with him, and they carried out 
their own arrnngonients." 

"Did you, by any act of yours," im- 
presRivoly asked His House "after the 
arrest of the prisoner, since that time 
up to tha present, either directly or by 
an agent, interest yourself, with the 
knowledge of the prisoner, to have him 
liberated 1" 

"Yes, on bail," rc[)lied Mr. Mc- 
Naiuee. 

"Did you, since the 7th of .Tune," 
continued the Court. 

"Since tlicn there were arrangements 
going on between the counsel to have 
him liberated on bail with my consient." 

"Were these arrangements carried 
on only subsequent to your interview 
in the gaol with tho prisoner on tho 8th 
of June ]" continued the Court. 

"The arrangemnnts for bail only took 
place after the 17th June, because I 
was then at tho same boarding house 
as tho prisoner." 

"You wore a prisoner under con- 
tempt of Court ? " 

"Yes." 

"Did tho prisoner at tho outset of 
that conversation tell you that he ex- 
pected to go free in con.sequence of 
what had taken place at thattriall" 

A vigorous opposition to the ques 
tion having been unsuccossfdl tho wit- 
ness proceeded to answer it ; — "I my- 
self told him that he never could be 
tried again after that, and he answered, 
' I know it ; jSIr. Archambault told 
mo. "' • 

"He told me," continued Mr.^Mc- 
Namee determinedly, "that Mr. Arch- 
ambault said to him. 'Wo have now got 
MeNamee tight. Have no morn con- 
versations willi him. He will never 
get a cent of his money, and you will 
get cleai*.'" , 

Mr. Archambault rose up and, 
vehemently addressing the Court, said, 
"All the cffortB are being put forth to 
throw dhsoredit on me and my profes- 
sional character. No co?//Vf)"<' ought to 
have been guilty of such a thing. I 
do hopo tho Court will protect mo 
until I have an opportunity to throw 
these things aside." 

"If the learned counsel had not been 
in such a state of excitement," said Mr. 
Davidson, "he would have seen when 
the witness mentiined M. Arcliam- 
bault's name I trifid to stoj) him. In 
every instance in which the learned 
counsel's name has come into Court it 
has been from his own questions, not 
mine. Did tho jirisoncr say that his 
counsel lind told him T' 

"I really don't know where I am in 
this case," said Mr. Archambault again 
rising. "Wc are proceeding so irregu- 
larly. What takes place between a 
counsel and his client ought to be hold 
sacred, and no con/rere should try and 
drag it out before court." 

His Honor said that from the words 
of tho w itneag it was clear that induce- 
ments had been made, and he did not 
see how tho effects of them could bo 
corrected by a direct avowal by Mr. 
MoNamce or an equal authority, that 
he intended to use all his efforts to se- 
cure a conviction.
